Bro wn co unty, has o nly o m* o eeupaut, 
Emmet Turpin, o f Nashville, being the 
man, and he is the o nly priso ner who 
has been co niine« ! in the jail since last 
fall. 
Turpin was arrest©« ! ami iiuet! 
heavily fo r vio latio ns o f the li« ]no r laws. 
11«- had no mo ney to ]» ay his tines and 
when he go t o ut o f the co urt ho use he 
figured up and fo und he wo uld have to 
remain in jail 350 days to serve o ut hi» 
time. 
He believed he sho uld be pun­ 
ished ami so philo miphically went to jail. 
There was uo o ne to let hitn in so he go t 
the key aud unlo cked the do o r 
He is no w priso ner, jailer and janito r 
lie keeps the key aud wheu he wishes 
anything he unlo cks the do o r and go es 
after it.
